Rumanian capacity for biological and bacteriological research is confined 

to the universities. | .the real source of knowledge and capacity 
in. these two fields are the Rockefeller trained professors working at Insti-

To compare Rumanian scientific. research, medical facilities and capabilities 
with those of the US and the UK is absurd, Rumania oriented her scientific 
study by and large in the direction. of France rather than Germany on whom 
the remaining Balkan states depended, The majority of foreign professors 

in Rumanian medicine and science were from Frances. When, Rumanian professors 
took postgraduate work outside their country, most of them studied in France. 
I cannot favorably compare the status of Rumanian research with that of
